Affects American Citizens 


Ottawa, Nov, #—An ordermin-Coun- 
ceil has becn drafted affecting Ameri- 
can citizens who have homesteaded 
in western Canada, Recently the 
United States passed a law forbidding 
any of its subjects te renounce citizen- 
ship or to become citizens of another 
country while the United States is en- 
gaged in the present war.

have homesteaded in the west from 
taking out naturalization papers as 
British subjects and securing their 
patents, To meet this situation under 
the Wai measures Act, regulations 


have been approved which provide 
that “Arty citizen of the United States 
who is a holder of a homestead shall 
be entitled to obtain letters patent." 


He has to show that he intends to be- 
come a subject of his majesty as s0cu 
as itis posstble for him to do so under 
the laws of Canada. These regula- 
tions do not apply to any citizen of 
the United States who has been at 
any time a citizen of any country 
which is or has been an evemy of his 


majesty’s during the present year.

Ottawa, Nov. 13—-The importance of 
the conference of the provincial prem- 
iers and ministers with the members 
of the Dominion ministry next week

When the conference 
mooted, the general expectation 
that the war would not be over 
until the spring months at the earliest 
and that there would be some time for 
deliberation and action. The signing 
of the armistice and the practical cer- 
tainty that there will be no renewal of 
hostilities necessitates prompt and det- 
jnite action on the part of the Domin 
provincial governments in

The agenda of the conference has 
not yet been definitely decided upon, 
but it will be considered by the federal 
ministers this week and a definite plan 
marked out for the deliberations of 
next week. It will cover the whole 
scope of reconstruction effort and nat- 
ional development with special regard 
to the efforts to be made to meet the 
changed industrial situation, This is 
even more urgent than the matter of 
demobilization because a few months 
may elapse before there is a heavy 
movement of the overseas fighters io- 
ward Canada 

It is expected that problems affect 
ing agriculture will be less throuvble- 
some, because the need for greater 
food production is already well estab- 
lished With increased production, 
however, the soldier land settlement 
policy of the country is closely relate- 
ly and pretty definite conglusions as to 
the policy to be adopted will doubtless 
be reached at the conference next 
week. 

A tentative land policy, envolving 
close co-operation between the prov- 
inces and the Dominion has beep 
worked out and will be fully discfiissed 
at the coming conference.

Pigmy Elephants 
Considered a Most Important Zoo- 


logical Discovery 
Two specimens of a hitherto un* 


known species of elephant, a real 
dwarf variety, have been captured 
in Africa and were recently taken 
to England. This is considered a 


most important zoological discovery, 
comparable with that of the okapi 
in the Congo forest several years 
ago. These pigmy elephants grow 
to be 5% or eet high; that is 
half the height at the shoulder of 
an ordinary African elephant. The 
tusks of the two dwarf elephants 
now in England are very dark, and 
display evidence of wear and tear 
Jand Of exposure to a wet or mudd 
jhabitat.

It was on September 28 that the 
Germans ordered the villagers of 
Ledeghem to evacuate the place, but 
many of them hid in céllars or in 
the suburbs of the town, where the 
remained until the British enter 
The Germans told the villagers that 
they would like to surrender to the 
Scottish troops, but that the Scots 
had the nasty habit of cutting the 
throats of the Germans when they 
caught them, and, therefore, thcy 
were afraid to take a chance. The 
Germans, villagers said, also told 
them terrible things the British 
would do to the villagers when they 
entered the town. . 

According to the villagers, many 
German horses have died in Flan- 
ders because there was no food of 
any kind for them, and the German 
automobiles all are running on their | 
tims because the Germans have no 
tires, *

British airmen during the past 
three months have wrought heavy 
damage to military objectives in 
western Germany and enforced-with- 
drawal of several enemy air squad- 
rons from the battlefront in a vain 
endeavor to protect the raided  ter- 
ritory, the British bureau of informa- 
tion announced in a review of the 
activities of the British independent 
air force. 

A 250-mile belt of the Rhine Val-

my territory 249 times and dropped

points. Aside from destroying or 
damaging munitions and poison gas 
factories, railway stations and trains, 
it was stated the attacks have had a 
widespread moral effect, demonstrat- 
ed by dozens of public meetings in

Afi: way from Cologne to Bad- 
en, the British review stated, the 
aviators have conducted successful 
raids, despite - heavy concentrations 
of enemy machines.

In the same week another division 
salved $20,000 worth of clothing and 
kit; another salved $20,000 odd in 
rifles and bayonets. 

These figures do not by any means 
represent the highest values record- 
ed in these returns. And when we 
consider the number of other articles 
that may be salved in the wake of an 
army and the number of divisions we 
have fighting in the various theatres 
of war, we begin to realize what a 
tremendous saving “salvage opera- 
tions” must prove to the army,

Probably the best illustration of 
an island population unaffected by 
outside influence was afforded by the 
Tasmanian aboriginals. They wand- 
ered from the mainland before the set 
(Bass Straits) cut the Speck off. It 
may be that the aborigines cut off 
were not disturbed by an outside in- 
fluence until the arrival of Tasman, 
and he did not get on speaking terms 
with them, The Frenchman, Marion, 
had an argument with them, and a 
couple ef native were killed before 
it concluded. Furneaux and Cook 
also had some slight intercourse with 
these blacks. Labilardiere saw a 
good deal of them, He reported that 
in a party of 40 there were cight men 
and seven women.

The Murman Coast 


Cut Off Sweden and Finland From 
the Sea 


The name Murman or Murmansk is 

a Russian corruption of Norman, for 
the Norsemen at the time of their 
great expansion extended their pow- 
er over the Lapps of this coast as 
they did over the people of France, 
England, Italy and Russia. 
But the Norse possession was 
challenged by the Russ of Novgorod, 
who were of the same Viking race, 
and the poor Lapps had to pay tri- 
bute to both sides, 

It was not until 1826 that Norway 
and Russia came to an agreement “as 
to the boundary, which was then 
drawn at Petchenga River, flowing 
into the Arctic Ocean at Varanger 
Fjord.

‘That is one reason why a force of 
six thousand British, French, Amer- 
ican and Italian troops have been 
landed at Kola prepared to resist 
the joint army of Finns and Ger 
mans which is said to be moving 
northward. 

In the treaty which Germany forc- 
ed upon Ruséa a strip of Russian 
territory east of Varanger Fjord and 
Petchenga was ceded to Finland, 
This would give the Finns -a road 
about thirty miles wide leading to 
an ice free port, and what is of im- 
mediate importance to us, would en- 
able the Germans to launch their U- 
boats on the Arctic Ocean and so 
blockade Russia’s only European 
outlet, 

The Germans are said to be now 
engaged in extending: the 
railroad running north from 
Gulf of Bothnia (between Sweden 
and Finland) until it reaches the 
Arctic Coast of Petchenga, a dis- 
tance of four hundred miles. 

General von Der Goltz is in com- 
mand of the Finnish White Guard 
as well as of the German forces in 
Finland, This gives him some thirty 
thousand men with which to under- 
take the capture of the Kem to 
Kola railroad, and the exnulsion of 
fis allies from the Murshan Penin- 
sula,

Aeroplane Spruce 


B. C. Supplies Best Wing Beams in 
the World 


It is a long journey from British 
Columbia to the battlefields of Eur- 
ope—and from the stolid tree, for 
centuries rooted immovably in the 


ground, to the . aeroplane darting, 
swooping, plunging “through — the 
clouds the very quintessence ol 


swiftness and grace. 


Sut such is the journey and such 
the eyolutuion of the great spruce 
that grows in the western forests. 


Scientists have given it the name of 
Picea sitchensis, It has five other 
names, the latest of which is acro- 


plane spruce, The others are sil- 
ver, tidewater, Sitka and. giant 
spruce, The full grown tree is from 


one hundred and fifty to two hun- 
dred feet high and from fiye to fif- 
teen feet in diameter, ‘ 
Although the trees rise to a great 
height and are. great of girth, they 
taper alinost imperceptibly. Therein 
lies their fitness for the peculiar, var- 
ied and exacting demands of aero- 
plane construction, For the wing 
beams of the aeroplane, straight 
sticks of timber from sixteen feet to 
thirty-five feet long are required, and 
this tree with so little taper, to make 
the grain run crosswise, supplies the 
very best wing beams in the world, 
It is also very tough and very light 
—~and toughness and lightness are re- 
quisiles in aeroplane timber. A cubic 


foot of the wood weights twenty-five } 


pounds. 

Only about twenty per cent, of the 
whole log is cut up, but the timber 
brings the enormous price of one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars. a 
tliousand board feet, although as late 
as a year ago it sold for ordinary 
commercial purposes for about four- 
teen dollars, Only about three hun- 


dred and fifty out of every twenty- 
five hundred feet pass the final 
tests at the aeroplane factories, 


About one. hundred and twenty-five 
feet are used in making the average 
machine. 

A recent examination of.a cap- 
tured German aeroplane revealed the 
fact that the enemy is short of good 
acroplafe material for wing beams.

Only a Miracle Could Save Germany 
Now 

“T hope the time will not be long 
coming when we will talk terms of 
peace in the royal palace in Berlin,” 
said Right Hon. W. F. Massey, 
premier of New Zealand, at a lunch- 
eon tendered him at Toronto by 
the civic and ‘provincial authorities. 

“We are sure of the result now, 
unless some miracle intervenes for 
Germany—and- ¥ don’t think that is 
likely—victory for the allies is ab- 
solutely certain. 

“Now is the time when we are full 
of admiration for each other, to 
bring in a patriotic policy which will 


keep the nations of the empire to- 
gether for all time,’ said Mr, Mas- 
sey. 

Referring to the war cabinet he 


had recently attended, he said: 

“When the war ends it will no 
longer be a war cabinet. It will 
be an imperial cabinet, in which all 
the Dominions will have a voice. Be- 
fore the war we were bound only by 
sentiment, But the future demands 
something more definite, 

“I think we have come to the time 
when each part of the empire will 
give preference to goods imported 
from any other part. This will do 
much to build up the empire. Some 
politicians think the empire is too 
unwieldly already. I don’t agree with 
that. 

“No-one longs for peace more than 


I do, but I don’t think this is the 
last war. The crimes which have 
been committed in Belgium prove 


that human nature has not made 
much progress in the last 5,000 years, 
and until human nature is improved | 
there can be no lasting peace. It is} 
our duty to Keep the British empire | 
intact, so as to make it strong in| 
case of another war. | 

“We are partners flow with the| 
Mother Country. Each nation must 
be allowed to handle its own affairs, 
and each must think for itself, but | 
in imperial affairs each country | 
must work for the*empire.”

Eighty Canadians 
Blinded in War 


Some Sent Back to England for 
Training 


A blinded man to care for the blind 
is the policy of the department of 
soldiers’ civil re-establishment, as 
indicated in an announcement at Ot- 
tawa by Sir James Lougheed that 
Captain E. A, Baker, whose _ siglit 
was destroyed by a German bullet in 
France three years ago, has been ap- 
pointed to the department’s voca- 
tional staff to care for blind soldiers. 

Captain Baker, prior to his enlist- 
ment, graduated from Queen's as an 
electrical engineer. He had served 
just thirty days in Flanders when 
his vision was destroyed, but in that 
brief period he had won the Military 
Cross and the Croix de Guerre. He 
was trained at St. Dunstan’s hospital 
for blinded soldiers in London, Eng- 
land, and as a result has been able 
to resume his old profession, being 
employed as “trouble manager” for 
the Hydro-Electric Power Commis- 
sion at Toronto. 

Altogether, there have been about 
eighty members of the Canadian 
forces blinded — since the beginning 
of the war, and the war department 
has decided that all blinded Cana- 
dians shall be trained at St. Dun- 
stan’s. Captain Baker intends to at 
once establish an arrangement for 
the training of blinded Canadians 
in this institution, before they re- 
turn to Canada. Already a number 
of blinded soldiers who have re- 
turned to Canada have been — sent 
back to England for training.

into line with the forces of freedom, 

If the kaiser possessed prescience 
or had read his history, he must have 
shivered-—as tradition says we do if 
some one steps on our grave—when 
he knew for certain that his spies had 
lied and that the stubborn, stick-to- 
it, bulldog British had decided to live 
or die with the French. The British 
have a bad record for an ambitious 
despot to face.
